Street Loans 


The Commonwealth Trading 
Bank bas advised Altona Council 
that it is prepared to grant ad- 
ditional advances for private 
street construction purposes tot 
alling £120,000. 

Such advance shall be reduced 
from time to time from the 
revenues received in private 
street construction payments, 
and the bank points out that 
such accomodation should last for 
a period of 12 months, and rec- 
commends that the Council in- 
vestigate ali other avenues of 
fixed loans to help in the con- 
struction of private streets.’
